CATHCART CEMETERY Cart Blanche organised an extra walk for their pro- 
gramme of events. There were several archi- 
tects’ graves including that of John C 
Mckellar, the tenement designer and 
builder - a grey granite doorway. The mon- 
ument to John Thomson, the eldest surviv- 
ing son of Alexander Thomson, is a simple 
battered sandstone block in the style of his 
father’s design for Cathcart Church Yard - 
see top left. The monument to Robert D 
Sandilands, the partner of John Thomson, 
is an elaborately carved Alexander Thomson style monument - see above 
right. The monument to John Bennie Wilson, the church architect who 
designed the extension to 1 Moray Place, is a red sandstone gothic 
arched recess with a glass mosaic panel - see left. 





The most imposing monument - see below left - is to Hood the flesher (butcher) of Jamaica Street who 
renamed The Knowe as Nile Park when it was extended to the designs of J C Mckellar. It is a Peterhead 
granite Egyptian temple with a sphinx inside which would cost around £250,000 at today’s prices. Hood 
was a partner of Mckellar in J C Mckellar Ltd, the tenement house builders.

There were four lectures which took place in March this year. 


WEEK ONE 
Mark Baines, the ATS Vice- Chair, led with “Thomson for Beginners” a variation on a previ- 
ous talk which tried to explain in relatively plain language the underlying principles of 


Thomson’s architecture. 


WEEK TWO 
John Blackie, grandson of William Blackie who commissioned Hill House in Helensburgh, 
offered a fascinating insight into the role of his family’s patronage of both Thomson and 
Mackintosh. 


WEEK THREE 
Robin Webster, also a ATS committee member, compared the work of Thomson with two other 
architects, Karl Friedrich Schinkel and the ingenious Sir John Soane. 


WEEK FOUR 
Lastly, although not a lecture, Murray Grigor’s film of Sir John Soane’s architecture provided 


an absorbing finale to the series. 


Next year’s series is currently being planned again for March and it is hoped that audiences 
will continue to grow. The Committee would welcome suggestions for talks and speakers for 


next year’s series.

PRECIS OF THE 


REGENERATION PLAN BY SALLY WHITE 





THE REGENERATION PLAN FOR 
AN ALEXANDER THOMSON STUDY CENTRE IN CALEDONIA ROAD CHURCH, GORBALS, GLASGOW 


Since the Alexander Thomson Society was formed in 1991 it has operated as an organisation without its own 
publicly accessible base. The Society now has the requirement to find a suitable venue to enable the Society 
to establish a Thomson Study Centre, and open a Thomson archive and exhibition to the public, encouraging 
further debate and development. 


Following consideration of the key available Thomson buildings within the city, it was agreed that the Society 
investigate the potential occupancy of Caledonia Road Church, currently within the ownership of Glasgow City 
Council and not in use since 1962. 


The aims of the proposal are as follows: 


Wi To establish a public presence in the city, an administrative headquarters for the Society, and a venue for 
its activities 

@ To fully realise the Society’s aim of placing Alexander Thomson and his work in the public eye in the 
most appropriate way by the regeneration of one of his most important buildings 

@ To enable the Society’s constitutional role in monitoring the preservation and conservation of Alexander 
Thomson’s remaining buildings 

@ To house the Society’s archives and to put on public display and make available for study the donated 
collections of Thomson material, which include documents, photographs, models and drawings. 

@ To allow expansion of the Society’s activities such as the current lecture series to include temporary exhi- 
bitions, educational projects and other cultural events to encourage growth in membership 

i To become a public venue and to facilitate the Society’s participation in architectural festivals and similar 
city wide events 

@ To contribute to the regeneration of the Gorbals and Laurieston area and engage with local communities 
@ To develop in partnership innovative construction projects in conservation craftsmanship skills 


There are five distinct elements to the regeneration of Caledonia Road Church that will, together with fund- 
ing opportunities, inform the overall phasing of the development: 


H Creation of the Alexander Thomson Study Centre within the former meeting hall 

H Conservation and repair of the historic ruin 

Implementation of the landscape design and artworks within the courtyard and car parking areas 

@ Incorporation of a International art gallery and café within the original entrance hall and below the origi- 
nal gallery level of the church 

@ Construction of the new build studio units at ground and mezzanine level with self catering accommoda- 
tion on the three subsequent upper levels adjoining the partial church gable, which recall the scale of the 
original tenements and provide a necessary northern frontage to the complex 


Discussions with senior representatives of Glasgow City Council have resulted in positive support and assis- 
tance to the Alexander Thomson Society in delivering the project, as proposed in the Regeneration Plan, and 
they have indicated that the Society should progress discussions with potential partners and funding organi- 
sations.

The opportunity to meet Gavin in Glasgow to present him with the model proved more difficult, but final- 
ly, on 1st December 2006, when he was making a rare return to Glasgow to lecture in the School of Art, it 


was possible to catch him unexpectedly (!) 


Following a lively discussion at the end of his lecture and a vote of thanks from the School, ATS Vice Chair 
Mark Baines managed to surprise Gavin with the presentation of the model on behalf of all Alexander 
Thomson Society members, and thanked him for his tremendous efforts to ensure that Thomson will 
never again be a forgotten figure in the history of architecture in this city. Gavin was absolutely delight- 
ed, if somewhat speechless, as can be seen in the photograph, but not for too long! 








ETON TERRACE Another house has had a good level of repairs carried out under the control of Robin 
Lorimer Architect including new leadwork on the front roof slope and new Thomson terracotta chimney 
cans. This was reported at a recent committee meeting of ATS. Certain other houses are however in a poor 
state with weeds growing out of the stonework . 


WALMER CRESCENT 


This year is the 150th anniversary of the construction of Thomson’s Walmer Crescent, and to mark the 
occasion Nicola Sturgeon (Govan’s local MSP) joined the Walmer Crescent Association’s barbecue on the 
9th of September, and planted a tree in the gardens at the rear of the Crescent, to commemorate the 
anniversary. A large poster was designed to explain the importance of the Crescent and this has been 
placed in Cessnock Underground Station, courtesy of the STP, to inform passengers about the building 
above them. 


The Association has been successful in being awarded charitable status and is a registered limited com- 
; pany. It has received a small 
grant from the community 
police and from the Co-op to 
tidy up the ground at the front, 
although the future of the tall 
lime trees, which drop their 
branches as well as a sticky sap 
on the cars below is still to be 
determined. 


There are many issues regard- 
ing the fabric of the buildings, 
the shops in front, and the sur- 
faces of the pavements and the 
road, all of which at present 
detract from the quality of the 
Crescent. The Alexander 
Thomson Society has been 
generous with financial assis- 





tance, but applications to the 
National Lottery “Awards for All” and to the recently formed Glasgow City Heritage Trust to support a 
professional strategy study by Simpson and Brown Architects have met with no success. The Association 
will continue to apply to other funding bodies, as it is essential that priorities are established and repair 
work is done properly. 


Meanwhile satellite dishes and wires continue to be fixed to the face of the building, and when written 
objections are made to the Council, the Association receives rather abject replies, virtually surrendering 
any responsibility for enforcement. One of the difficulties is that the Council do not seem to issue any 
information to occupiers informing them of the legal restrictions related to the listed building, so this is 
something the Association will be doing to try and pre-empt abuses. Voluntary litter collections continue.

As well has the traditional talks 
and walks held throughout the 
year, 2006 saw the Society intro- 
duce its first calendar, exhibit 
during the Glasgow Doors Open 
Day and receive its first grant! 


The grant is for a development 
study on the Caledonia Road 


Church of which more details 
will be given later in the meeting. 


The Society is also pleased to see 
the establishment of two new 
groups in the city established to 
look at specific aspects of 
Thomson’s work. The Walmer 
Crescent Association and the 60 
Steps Project both have the sup- 
port of the Society and we wish 
both every success. The Walmer 
Crescent Association has two of 
its members join the Society and 
Sally White represented the 
Society at meetings of the 60 
Steps Project. 


The Society still requires to 
strengthen itself to be able to 
campaign to help secure the 
future of such works as Egyptian 
Halls and St. Vincent Street 
Church and to secure a future for 
the Society itself. 


Kenneth thanked the members 
present for their support over 
the past year. 


4 Hon Vice Chairman’s Report 


As the Vice Chairman would be 
presenting item 8 on the agenda 
the Vice Chair’s report on events 
would be given under item 6. 


5 Hon. Treasurer’s Report 


The accounts for year ending 31 
October 2006 were available to 
the members at the meeting. 
Joanne Smith talked through the 
accounts for the year. 


Membership subscriptions 
showed a decline for the year. 
The committee are keen to 
increase the membership of the 
committee and a sub committee 
has been formed to look at the 
publicity and promotion of the 
Society. 


The grant from Glasgow City 
Council will be ring fenced for 
the purpose of the report on 


Caledonia Road Church. 


The Gift Aid claim for the period 
was in the process of being sub- 
mitted and will be shown on the 
06/07 accounts. 


Two donations had been made to 
groups in Glasgow, The Walmer 
Crescent Association and the 60 
Steps project. Both have been 
made for the furtherance of the 
groups work. 


6 Hon. Secretary’s Report 


Sally White stated that all the 
events held by the Society during 
2006 were well attended. The 
Society had attended the unveil- 
ing of the Thomson headstone in 
the Southern Necropolis, and 
was able to exhibit a display 
within the St. Francis Centre 
which hosted a reception for the 
event. Further exhibitions were 
held during Doors Open Day in 
September. 


Work is being done to establish- 
ing a travelling exhibition — one 
that can be easily dismantled and 
transported to various events. 
Work is also on going on the web- 
site, unfortunately this has been 


. hampered by access problems. 


7 Elections of Office Bearers 


Kenneth Burns introduced this 
item then handed over to Sally 
White. 


Sally indicated that Kenneth’s 
three year term as Chairman 
concluded at this meeting. 
Kenneth was eligible for re-elec- 
tion and had indicated that he 
would stand. Invitations were 
invited from the members for a 
nomination. 


Francis Manley nominated 
Kenneth Burns; this was second- 
ed by Jack Stewart. The members 
agreed and Kenneth took the 
chair.

Kenneth intimated that all other 
committee members were eligible 
for re-election and suggested that 
the election of the committee be 
taken as a whole. The members 
having no objection to this agreed 
and the committee were duly re- 
elected. 


8. “A New Home” for the 
Alexander Thomson Society 


Sally White introduced Mark 
Baines with some background to 
the item. 


Many members will be aware that 
the Society originated in 1 Moray 
Place, and transferred to an 
accessible Thomson property; 
Holmwood when Sally became 
secretary. With Sally’s departure 
from Holmwood the Society is 
looking for a new home, prefer- 
ably a Thomson building. After 
much discussion by the commit- 
tee on the difficulties around the 
various building in Glasgow it 
was decided that Caledonia Road 
Church was the most viable 
although not without its own dif- 
ficulties. Following discussion 
with Glasgow City Council the 
Society secured a development 
grant to investigate the viability 
of transforming the church into a 
home for the Society and the pro- 
vision of a community space and 
exhibition space for the Gorbals 
area. 


This development will not just be 
a memorial to Thomson but also a 
stage for the society to become an 
integral part of the city. It is hope 
that the plan will be completed 
early in the new year. 


Sally handed over to Mark Baines 
to give a presentation on the pro- 
posed development of the build- 
ing. The development does not 
proposed to reconstruct the 
church or the demolished tene- 
ment to the north, but looks to 
consolidate the remaining struc- 
ture and ensure that it becomes 
integrated into the surrounding 
community. It will include, meet- 
ing rooms, commercial area, 
gallery and exhibitions area, 
café/bar/restaurant, study centre 
with library, office for society and 
whole facility. 


Questions & Comments from 
the members: 


Where will the funding come 
from? 

There are various bodies 
to which the Society can apply. 
Big Lottery Fund, Heritage 
Lottery Fund, Glasgow Cit 
Council, Historic Scotland. All 

otential funders will be identi- 
ied within the study. 


HLF require a percentage of 
match funding, where will that 
come from? 

The Society will need to 
show all potential funders how 
the total cost of the project will be 
funded, the Society will be 
required to identify funds which 
may include holding fund raising 
events such as “sponsor a stone”’. 
Sally pointed out that the City 
Council has already spent £1/2 
million on the tower and lighting 
for the building. 


Terrific ideas and yes it will cost 
money, but why can’t we try! 
Sally welcomed the support and 
stated that the Society is the only 
body to show an interest in the 
building. 


Gorbals Parish Church is due to 
close, could we give them a new 
home? 

We will speak to the 
Church as part of the study. 


Could presentation be available 
to all members in an accessible 
form please? Also the pedestrian 
access to the building at present 
is not very friendly, is this being 
addresses? 

Yes, the presentation can 
be issued to members. And the 
pedestrian and vehicle access to 
the building is being addressed 
by the roads department of the 
Council. 


9 Amendments to the constitu- 
tion 


In order for the Society to take 
the results of the development 
study forward and indeed to 
secure itself within the city, and 
indeed in light of the new chari- 
ties bill, it would be in the soci- 
ety’s best interest to become a

company limited by guarantee. 
The Society would retain its char- 
itable status. Joanne Smith pro- 
duced a paper on this matter 
which was available to all mem- 
bers. The draft memorandum 
and articles proposed was also 
circulated. This draft had been 
seen by the Office of Scottish 
Charity Regulator and met with 
their approval. 


Question from the members: 
Would the accounts of the Society 
have to be altered? 

Joanne confirmed this to 
be the case and that at present the 
new charity regulator in Scotland 
was looking at the accounting and 
reporting requirements for chari- 
ties in Scotland. 


Mark Baines proposed that the 
Alexander Thomson _ Society 
amend its constitution to become 
a company limited by guarantee 
and make _ application to 
Companies House. The proposal 
was seconded by Kenneth Burns 
and the members invited to vote 
on the proposal 

Of the 22 members who were 
present for the proposal, 22 votes 
Yes. 


It was agreed that a model of the 
proposed building would be 
available to a further meeting. It 
is expected that a meeting specif- 
ic to the project be held to coin- 
cide with the inaugural meeting 
of the new Society.

The event was organised 
by Glasgow City Council, the 
Society was vi ae for con- 
tact details of the descendents of 
Thomson. 


With no further business 
Kenneth closed the meeting and 
thanked the members for attend- 
ing and taking an active part in 
the meeting.
